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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-21 are pending. Applicant cancelled claim 10. Claims 17-20 remain 
withdrawn from consideration as drawn to a non-elected invention. 

2. Applicant's September 2, 2004 Amendment and REMARKS have been reviewed. The 
previous rejection is withdrawn as a result thereof. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 1-9, 11-16 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Evans et al., US 6,775,647. 

Evans discloses an apparatus comprising an input device 12, a cost calculation processor, 
e.g. 16, a display device 10 and physical characteristics, e.g. step 32. Evans does not disclose the 
term external source. Official notice that external sources of data are common knowledge in the 
manufacturing process/cost analysis art. To have provided data supplied from an external 
source, e.g. process specific information, to have provided a plurality of process series entered 
via the input device and calculating a plurality of manufacturing costs, e.g. step 33, for Evans 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. The motivation for doing such 
would have been providing data from an altemative source when calculating manufacturing 
sources. It is noted that the manufacturing costs would have been inherent in the plurality of 
manufacturing process. 
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4. Further pertinent references of interest are noted on the attached PTO-892. 

5. Apphcant's July 13, 2004 Information Disclosure Statement has been reviewed. Note 
attached PTO-1449.
